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DETAILED ACTION 

In the Amendment dated October 31, 2005, Claims 16 and 18-21 have been canceled. 
The specification, Claims 1, 2, 7, 10, 13, 14 and 17 are amended. New Claims 22 and 23 have 
been added. 

Election/Restrictions 
Applicants' remarks with respect to the restriction requirement set forth in the Office 
Action mailed June 27, 2005 have been fully considered and are persuasive. Claim 12, directed 
to Species II, previously withdrawn from consideration as a result of a restriction requirement, is 
now subject to being rejoined.
